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Town votes yes on enhanced 911 service

While two Town of Didsbury 
councillors (Don Watt and Gayle 
Veno) were absent from the Octo¬ 
ber 15 meeting due to personal 
commitments. Mayor Ray Lea and 
the balance of councillors in at¬ 
tendance (Vance van Dam, 
Dorothy Moore-Anderson, 
Willard Swalm and Gary Dolha) 
voted unanimously to adopt sec¬ 
ond and third readings of bylaws 
96-10 and 96-11. 

Bylaw 96-10 identifies and 
authorizes the City of Red Deer 
to provide E911 service to the 
town of Didsbury. 

Bylaw 96-11 formally enacts 
an agreement with Telus (for¬ 
merly known as AGT) to handle 
administrative and infrastructure 
requirements, and to authorize 
Telus to collect a fee of 86 cents 
per line covering same. 

Didsbury CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment prefaced the vote with a 
summation of the results of nego¬ 
tiations and discussions preced¬ 
ing the vote on the related by¬ 
laws. 


“1 want to make one thing 
clear,” Parliament said. “There’s 
a perception by some people that 
911 will bring quicker service; 
911 doesn’t mean service will be 
any faster. But 911 is the univer¬ 
sal emergency number. Few know 
the local numbers to call for po¬ 
lice, ambulance or fire.” 

Parliament said the primary 
concern of many municipalities, 
including Didsbury, had been ad¬ 
dressed in the form of a contract 
amendment incorporating inclu¬ 
sion of a gross negligence revi¬ 
sion, which he said had received 
“interim but not final” CRTC ap¬ 
proval. 

Parliament said there was “no 
real rush” to adopt the proposed 
bylaws as the earliest the 911 
system would likely be up and 
running would be February of 
1997. 

He added that council could 
choose to adopt second reading of 
the bylaws and hold another pub¬ 
lic hearing prior to adopting third 
reading to gather public input. 

Two people in the gallery Oc¬ 


tober 15 voiced support for the 
proposed 911 program, and an 
earlier public hearing saw mem¬ 
bers of the local fire department 
(who also expressed support for 
establishing 911 service) as the 
only members of the public to 
turn out for the hearing. 

Coun. Willard Swalm advised 
he had received no negative feed¬ 
back to the concept; in fact all 
feedback had been positive. Other 
councillors said they had heard 
nothing from the public at all on 
the matter. 

“Eighty-six cents sounds like 
a pretty good deal to me,” said 
Coun. Vance van Dam. 

Parliament said the initial cost 
of 86 cents per line, per month, 
might actually be lowered by 
Telus in future should negotia¬ 
tions from major users including 
the cities of Lethbridge and Medi¬ 
cine Hat and the County of 
Strathcona result in their adop¬ 
tion of Telus’ 911 administration 
program. 

Parliament said the two con¬ 
tracts (in the City of Red Deer’s 


case, a three-year commitment, 
in the case of Telus- eight years) 
could be revoked by either party 
pending a three/six month notifi¬ 
cation by involved parties. 

“We [Town of Didsbury ad¬ 
ministration] do recommend sec¬ 
ond and third reading [of the two 
related bylaws],” Parliament said. 

Coun. Gary Dolha asked how 
administration planned to deal 
with address irregularities inside 
the town limits, citing several 


cases where misleading house 
numbering could prove to be a 
problem for 911 emergency re¬ 
sponders. 

Parliament said that while 
most emergency workers were 
familiar with the road grid lay¬ 
out and the residents’ locations, 
administration was in the proc¬ 
ess of clarifying and rectifying 
any potential problem address 
sites prior to submitting a cross- 
reference of addresses to Telus. 


Appeal by local 
farmers upheld 

An appeal by farmers who opposed a proposed intensive hog 
operation development application was upheld by the County of 
Mountain View Appeal Board. 

The decision was announced to Pig Improvement Canada company 
officials and area farmers' representative (and legal counsel Michael 
Welsh) on Friday, October 18 shortly after four p.m.

Moore promises to 
bear bi-election costs

Councillor Dorothy Moore 
Anderson made a public an¬ 
nouncement at last week’s regu¬ 
lar town council meeting, pledg¬ 
ing to shoulder the costs of a bi¬ 
election should she be nominated 
to represent the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party locally. 

“If I do win the nomination, I 
will continue to serve as a coun¬ 
cillor on the Didsbury town coun¬ 
cil,” Moore Anderson said. 

Moore Anderson said she 
would continue to serve in her 
capacity as a Didsbury town coun¬ 
cillor until a provincial election 
date was called. If successful in 
her bid to win the nomination as 
the riding’s PC representative, 
she would then step down as a 
town councillor. 

“If that should happen, and if

there is a cost to the town (in the 
form of a bi-election should one 
be necessary in the event more 
than one individual elects to run 
for the vacated council seat), I 
will pay for the bi-election. If I’m 
nominated, I’ll serve; if I’m 
elected. I’ll pay. I came here to 
save money, not spend it.” 

The three candidates vying for 
the position vacated in the wake 
of MLA Roy Brassard’s announce¬ 
ment that he will retire are 
Dorothy Moore Anderson, Olds 
town councillor Kris Bojda and 
M.D. of Kneehill Reeve Richard 
Marz. 

Speeches by the candidates are 
scheduled for 7 p.m. on Tuesday 
October 29 at the Didsbury Me¬ 
morial Complex, and ballots may 
be cast at the same location, be¬ 
ginning at 9 a.m. and running 
through to 9 p.m. 
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October 9, appeal board members retired to deliberate . 

Three main items were listed by the appeal board as key determi¬ 
nants in arriving at a decision. 

An except from the written report that accompanied their decision 
reads: "The Board finds that there is the potential that the proposed 
development would unduly interfere with the amenities of the neigh¬ 
bourhood and would affect the use and enjoyment of neighbouring 
parcels of land and that it would unduly affect the use of public 
facilities (Midway School, Midway Community Centre, Lone Pine 
Hall) because of the following: 

[Firstly,] The Board considers there was insufficient research and 
a lack of supporting evidence with regard to: the water usage of the 
P.I.C. [Pig Improvement Canada] facility; the water availability at the 
project lands; and the impact of water drawdown upon neighbouring 
lands. 

[Secondly,] The Board considers that there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence tendered for it to conclude that odour will not unreasonably 
impact upon the neighbouring lands. 

[Thirdly,] The Board considers that as a result of the odour and the 
stigma attached to the development, the proposal will have a negative 
impact on values of surrounding lands, particularly small holdings. 

"We're obviously disappointed," P.I.C. President, Dave Price said 
upon being contacted by the Review Monday morning.. "We continue 
to believe it is a viable and positive development, so I guess we disagree 
with the decision from that perspective. However, it is the appeal 
board's responsibility to make that kind of deicision and we'll abide by 
it.” 

Price said it was too soon to announce P.I.C’s plans in the 
aftermath of the appeal board's decision. 

"It's pretty early for us to know what all our options are. Obviously 
we're going to be investigating all kinds of different options. It's early 
for us to have proceeded any where on that front. We're going to 
review things carefully and make our decisions just as carefully. We 
intend to investigate our options and make a decision at a future date."

A two-part “Request for Pro¬ 
posals” was drafted, distinguish¬ 
ing two main priorities. 

Firstly, a qualifying criteria 
sheet would ensure that the bid¬ 
der entered a tender not based 
merely on a “lowest bid” yard¬ 
stick, but that the contractor be 
required to establish the company 
was financially secure, experi¬ 
enced and properly insured. 

Secondly, the contractor’s bid 
package would be considered on 
both its merits and proposed rate 
fees, with an optional third com¬ 
ponent spelling out means the 
contractor could institute to ef¬ 
fectively reduce the amount of 
refuse hauled to the local landfill. 

“The lowest bid may not be the 
best,” Yeoman said. “Bare-bones 
[service] may be the cheapest, but 


there would be a dramatic impact 
on the system if the life of the 
landfill is extended.” 

Yeoman also explained that a 
five-year contract constituted the 
best deal for both parties; a 63 
month term had been suggested 
to extend the contract past the 
current year end contract conclu¬ 
sion to avoid the current problem 
of renegotiation over a busy cal¬ 
endar year-end period. 

The “Residential and Com¬ 
mercial Solid Waste Collection 
Contract Documents” were ap¬ 
proved by council, and it was 
agreed that a request for pro¬ 
posals be sent to the three ma¬ 
jor locally situated waste haul¬ 
ers (B.F.I., Laidlaw and Waste 
Management International), 
with other parties welcome to 
tender bids as well. 


Accident victim 
dies 

Dale Hansen, 23, of Bowden, succumbed October 13 to 
injuries sustained in truck/train collision two miles north of 
Olds which occurred the morning of October 11. Hansen was 
transported to Foothills Hospital in Calgary via STARS. He died 
Sunday morning; multiple injuries sustained in the accidents 
were listed as the cause of death listed by the Medical Examin¬ 
er’s office.

Reaction by county councillors referenced several aspects of the 
landmark decision. 

"Council has to take a look at what to do with intensified agricul¬ 
ture," Coun. Dave Derksen said. "I'm pleased with the decision, but I 
do have a concern that the decision cost the appellants a fair amount 
of dollars to have themselves represented or defended by legal coun¬ 
sel. That's their choice, but it did cost those people some money 

"When we make a decision, if the general public doesn't like it they 
have the right of appeal- and that body is there- and I think it worked 
well." 

"Corporate farming is the way of the future, whether we like it or 
not," said County Reeve, Pat James. "I'd like to work it down to post 
mall and a saddle horse, but I don't think it will work that way." 

Coun. Ian Harvie said the large number of county residents who 
got involved at the appeal hearing stage constituted an invaluable 
learning opportunity for both councillors and residents. 

"It got them out of their chairs and into council chambers to see the steps 
of due process," Harvie said. 

"Due process was served," Coun. Jack Peck said, "But from the citizen's 
perspective, I don't think they have a very long vision of development in the 
area" 

"The process worked," James said. "Whether you like the outcome or not, 
process was the thing that was important and it went very, very well.

Backroom deal saves judge s pension 


Dear Editor: 

I am disgusted that Justice 
Jean Bienvenue of the Quebec 
Superior Court was allowed to 
retire with his full pension know¬ 
ing that his firing would other¬ 
wise have been imminent within 
days. 

"Could this have been another 
backroom deal cooked up by Allan 
Rock? This judge and his pension 
would have been as good as gone 
if this had been put to a parlia- 
mentaiy vote." 

Instead, Justice Bienvenue will 
be allowed to keep his $104,000 
annual pension, despite the fact 
that he was forced to retire over 
his insensitive remarks about 
women and Jewish Holocaust vic¬ 
tims. 


If Justice Bienvenue had not 
retired on September 24, he 
would have faced an unprec¬ 
edented parliamentary vote over 
whether he should be removed 
from the bench.

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Cattle owners hit hard by judges

Two recent court cases in ru¬ 
ral Alberta demonstrate that 
judges are taking a dim view of 
those who allow their livestock to 
starve: 

On September 18, in Didsbury 
Provincial Court, Judge W. 
Gilbert sentenced Gary Sparshu 
of Olds to a fine of $5,000 for not 
providing his cattle with adequate 
food and water. This is the largest 
animal cruelty fine ever handed 
down in Alberta history. As the

result of a cruelty investigation in 
1995, the Alberta SPCA seized 24 
cattle belonging to Sparshu, and 
charged him under Alberta's Ani¬ 
mal Protection Act for allowing 
animals to be in distress. Sparshu 
had previously been fined $2,500 
when he faced a similar charge in 
1993. 

On October 3, Reginald 
Demitor of Millet pleaded 
guilty in Wetaskiwin Provin¬ 
cial Court to an Animal Pro¬ 
tection Act charge involving 
175 cattle. An Alberta SPCA 
investigation in June of this 
year found Demitor's livestock 
to be in varying degrees of star- 
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vation and distress. In addi- Judge N. Rolf prohibited ship, care or control of live- 
tion to levying a $500 fine, Demitor from having owner- stock for a period of one year. 


Summer survey results released 


Reform Member of Parliament Myron Thompson re¬ 
leased the latest results from his householder survey 
conducted this summer. 

The following results are based on 1,028 responses: 
Agriculture: 

- 81 per cent agreed that farmers should be allowed to 
opt out of the Canadian Wheat Board. 

- 42 per cent agreed that there should be equalized 
freight rates to Vancouver and Prince Rupert. 

- 46 per cent felt that the dairy and egg marketing boards 
should not be continued. 

National Parks: 

- 57 per cent agreed with a user-fee structure for Na¬ 
tional Parks. 

- 50 per cent agreed that certain parks services should 
be privatized. 

Justice: 

- 78 per cent agreed that section 43 of the Criminal Code 


should not be deleted from Canadian law. 

- 76 per cent agreed with corporal punishment in our 
prison system. 

General: 

- 79 per cent of the responses felt that my offices were 
doing a good job of serving the people of Wild Rose. 

- 57 per cent agreed that they would like to receive more 
than one Wild Rose Report per year. 

"Due to a majority of Wild Rose residents wanting a 
second householder, I am pleased to announce that it will 
be arriving in your mailbox by the end of November," 
Thompson said. 

"I would like to thank all those that participated in this 
survey and I hope this type of interest will continue in the 
future. I will try my best to use the information from this 
survey and from other sources to represent the people 
of Wild Rose in the House of Commons," concluded 
Thompson.

In a Homiletics class that I have 
been teaching on Mondays, 
Gerhard Weigelt shared 
Christina's story from Max 
Lucado's book No Wonder They 
Call Him Savior (Multnomah, 
1986). 

Longing to leave her poor Bra¬ 
zilian neighborhood, Christina 
wanted to see the world. Discon¬ 
tent with a home having only a 
pallet on the floor, a washbasin, 
and a wood-burning stove, she 
dreamed of a better life in the 
city. One morning she slipped 
away, breaking her mother's 
heart. 

Knowing what life on the 
streets sould be like for her young, 
attractive daughter, Maria hur¬ 
riedly packed to go find her. On 
her way to the bus stop, she en¬ 
tered a drugstore to get one last 
thing - pictures. She sat in the 
photograph booth, closed the cur¬ 
tain, and spent all she could on 
pictures of herself. With her purse 
full of small black-and-white pho¬ 
tos, she boarded the next bus to 
Rio. 

Maria knew that Christina had 
no way of earning money. She 
also knew that her daughter was 


too stubborn to give up. When 
pride meets hunger, a human will 
do things that were before un¬ 
thinkable. Knowing this, Maria 
began her search. Bars, hotels, 
nightclubs, any place with the 
reputation for streetwalkers or 
prostitutes. At each place she left 
her picture - taped to a bathroom 
mirror, tacked to a hotel bulletin 
board, fastened to a corner phone 
booth. And on the back of each 
photo she wrote a note. It wasn't 
too long before the money and the 
pictures ran out, and Maria had 
to go back home. 

It was a few weeks later that 
young Christina descended the 
hotel stairs. Her young face was 
tired. Her brown eyes no longer

danced with youth but spoke of 
pain and fear. Her laughter was 
broken. Her dream had become a 
nightmare. A thousand times she 
had longed to trade these count¬ 
less beds for her secure pallet. 
Yet the little village was, in many 
ways, too far away. 

As she reached the bottom of 
the stairs, her eyes noticed a fa¬ 
miliar face. There on the lobby 


mirror was a small picture of her 
mother. Christina's eyes burned 
and her throat tightened as she 
removed the small photo. Writ¬ 
ten on the back was: "Whatever 
you have done, whatever you have 
become, it doesn't matter. Please 
come home." She did. 

You could say that God has put 
His picture everywhere. Accord¬ 
ing to John 1:18 and Colossians 


1"15, Jesus is the very picture of 
God. God has put His picture in 
the Bible, in hymns, in sermons, 
in the lives of Christlike people, 
and in articles like this. On all 
those pictures, written in Jesus' 
own blood, is an invitation, God's 
way of saying, "Whatever you have 
done, whatever you have become, 
it doesn't matter. Please come 
home." Will you?

Let's go home 
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Cops for cancer 

The ‘Cops for Cancer’ concept was initiated by City of Edmonton police sergeant Gary Goulet in 1994. Goulet met a five-year old boy 
named Lyle who’d endured a great deal of ridicule on the subject of hair loss after his treatment with chemotherapy to combat cancer 
rendered the little boy bald. A quote from Goulet excerpted from a press release issued by the Canadian Cancer Society explained: “My head 
was already shaved so I asked Lyle to have his picture taken with me in a police cruiser,” Goulet said. “I wanted to show him it was okay to be 
bald. Other police officers heard about Lyle and wanted to shave their heads and get into the photo as well.” In all, seven officers posed with 
Lyle and their story received national attention. Over the next two years, massive nation-wide feedback moved Goulet to expand the program 
and police officers across the country banded together to raise funds for cancer by shaving their heads and canvassing for pledges. The goal 
for the first year was $500; that goal was quickly surpassed as thousands of dollars poured in. Here in Didsbury, with only a day’s 
notice, Cst. Wendell Houk journeyed to Red Deer, joining dozens of central Alberta police officers who’d agreed to participate in the 
program on October 5, personally raising $100. Close to 50 officers (including at least one female officer) lined up for their turn under 
the razor as onlookers at two major Red Deer shopping malls cheered them on. “There was a lot of participation,” Houk said. The 

response to his new look has been supportive, but those unaware of the program had some questions for him. “Most of the reaction I got from the public was: “Did 
you lose a bet?” he said. “The timing could have been better, as far as weather conditions go, I noticed it right off the bat,” he added with a smile, referring to the 
effect of cold weather on a shorn scalp. More members from the local detachment plan to take part in the program in 1997. The Canadian Cancer Society will divide 
proceeds between cancer research, patient services, public education and advocacy programs throughout Alberta and the NWT.

Communities and organiza¬ 
tions are increasingly looking for 
opportunities to work together. 
One of the reasons for joining 
forces is to try to use everyone's 
resources most efficiently and ef¬ 
fectively. 

Very basic 

"interorganizational coordina¬ 
tion" can simply mean the proc¬ 
ess of two or more organizations 
working together. On the other 
hand, the process, or relation¬ 
ship, can be very complex. 

Working together in its vari¬ 
ous forms can go from sharing 
information through to actually 
integrating the two organizations. 
Of course, there are many op¬ 
tions between these two extreme 
choices. 

Despite different structures 
and functions of inter-organiza¬ 
tional groups, there are some com¬ 
mon elements that are key to be¬ 
ing successful. A survey of 
interorganizational groups in Al¬ 
berta suggested that coordination 
is more likely to be successful if 
the following elements are in 
place:

4. Agreement on the need for 
group action 

5. Involvement of key 
stakeholders 

6. Clear, achievable goals and 
objectives 

7. Clear roles and shared re¬ 
sponsibilities 

8. Open communication 

9. Democraticdecision-making 
processes 

10. All parties must gain 

11. Positive, concrete results 

Some of these elements may 

appear to be time-consuming and 
possibly difficult. However, mak¬ 
ing the time and effort to do these 
things can save resources, relieve 
stress and increase your likeli¬ 
hood for success.

Ken Luck updated council on action undertaken by the Aquatic 
Center Waterslide project. An agreement between Parks and Rec Plus 
and the Town of Didsbury was reviewed and a letter of intent regard¬ 
ing the design, construction and commission between Amusement 
Leisure Equipment and the Town of Didsbury was received as infor¬ 
mation. Final word on the CFEP grant has not been received; an 
excerpt from a letter to Amusements Leisure Equipment (c.c.ed to 
MLARoy Brassard) read: “We are currently waiting for grant approval 
of construction funds and we are confident of a positive response to our 
request. In the event that we are not approved and a delay in construc¬ 
tion is confirmed, the Town of Didsbury would entertain a request for 
payment of design fees while alternative funding is secured. This 
consideration is on the condition that the payment is subtracted from 
the total contract amount. Should the delay in securing funding 
continue for more than 12 months then we are agreeable to discuss 
cost revisions based on current market conditions.” 

Luck said that should the grant be approved construction of the 
slide could begin as early as next month.
